S9that theſe fires (whether of Ambition, of Zeale, 0; 
of Kage, J knowe not) which fozmany late yeres haus 
flamedintheLow Countries, had not bin kindled there, 
I thinke the very name ol Marre had bin almoſt fo2got- 
ten, and the tion ot it vnknowne to theſe 
partsof - The violent heate of which Bel- 
gicke fires was ſo laſting, andburned ſq high, that it ſer- 
ned as a Beacon on the tap of a hill, fo call vntos their help 
other fozren nations ( who befoze were but lakers on) and 
inticed them (though the thirſt of glozy, honour and fame 
which are gotten in the fires) to become partners and 
tharers in the variable foztunes of thoſe Battelles of the 
Dutch and Spaniſh. Jnſomuch that the Dzumme being 
vnbꝛacrd heere, and hung vp by the walls (as hauing no 
vie of ſuch thunder amongſt vs vnleſſe it were foz plea- 
ſure, ) and moſt of out men of Action and of the oz 
hearing the ſound of theirs, and being vzawne hither, J 
thinke it was then, and is now {fil poſſible to call togethec 
t eooo. o ot engliſh nation into one place, and among 
them all not tofinds2 picke out one ouldier, when in o- 
ther fozren realmes (vert continually with vpzoares) it 
hath bin, and to this day is hard to call together 100000, 
ind ts cull out ol them any other perſon but a Souldier.

recoꝛd of them) from any fuch diCwaſior. therice all men 
that know what belongs to the feld ca fell, that he who 
vndercakes thelife and condition of a Souldier,muſt en- 
dure wozſe aud greater miſeries, thaw . o any Englich⸗ 
man ſent thither can vndergo in Sweden. Omitting ther⸗

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fouching tbe fire that hath now ſo ſately kindlen warres 
betwane the kings of Sweden and Poland, becauſeths 
beartvurnings of kingvomes one againſt an other are diſ⸗ 
eaſes of State and not fit to be medled with by me, being 
beyond my cure, J will waite a Dtozieof my owne toꝛ⸗ 
tunes there only, which begins as followeth, 

About a foꝛtnight befoze Pidſomer, which was 1609. 
acompany of Uoluntaries. to the number of 1200. ſoul⸗ 
diers, were at ſeucral times ſhipped from England fo paſſe 
into Sweden, to aide the King ofthat Conntrey in his 
warres againit ths king of Poland. To which aid diuers 
&c of all whom (as occaſion miniftreth) mention ſhalbe 
made in their due places. Of the Engliſh companies that 
went thither , the ürſt was commaunded by one Caluine 
a Scot 3 who by appointment was made lieutenant Co? 
lonellandchiefe of the other Captaines ouer the fotmen. 
The names of which Captaines are in this ſollowing 
Diſcourſe ſet downe, 

After ths firſt company was gone. a ſecond number ol 
300. men (of which J the relater of this, was one) were 
put into one ſhippe belonging ta Sweden, and camu from 
' thence fo2 vs. We being thus abozy. ſailes were pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly hoiſted,ancho2s weighed and by the aſſiffance of God, 
where with the dextecitieofthemarmers was furthered, 
in a ſhozt time had we gotteninto the maine ſea and with 
a pꝛoſperaus gals went fozward ou our voiage.Butimaing 
ſecurity oft-times changeth Gods fauozs into ſovaitiein- 
dignation ; fo2 when euery one at the parting from his 
owne country had a mery and feaxeleſle heart to runne to 
the certaine dangers that tod ready ts iuert him in anos 
ther fozren region; Behold (to put vs all in minde, that 
God was the God al Yotes, and that whether we went 
foꝛth to fight, oz lated vs downe to ſleepe, whether we 
wers on the (eas, oz on the land, our ſafeties and danger 
lar all in his diſpoſing) behold, I ſax, inthe height of all 
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aur iolity, ſeeing ſo pzowd-a ſaile ſwelling with the winds 
to carry vs) the heauens on a ſodaine altered their lokes, 
ſcazmes fell vpon the waters, the waters thzeatned de- 
ſcruaian to our ſhip,and we that were in her, ſtod wauers 
ing betwene the hopes at an vncertaine life, the dꝛead⸗ 
full terroꝛs of a moſt iminent death. In this hozroz of the 
ſeas, were we toffed ſo long, that all our victualles wers 
almoft ſpent : themiſery of which, thꝛew vs into moze 
deſperate feaces:now were we alſaulfed by double deaths 
(Famine oꝛ Shipwzacke ) what courſc to fake foz our re- 
liefe vo man pꝛeſently knew. Continue without fode if 
was impoſſible , and agimpoſſibls was it foz vs toreco- 
uer the land in any ſhozt time, without the aſſured deſtru · 
tion of vs all. a t this ſeaſon, out tommanders were theſe. 


Lieutenant Benſon, 
Lieutenant Walton, who tees Pꝛonoſt Partiall

Theſe our Com:nanders were by our raſhnefſe wei 
into wozls feares than thoſe were that laid hold vpou 
ſelues; foz whereas they were reſolued (blow the 5 
bow they cou) to continue ſtill at ſea, and not to land, 
till they ſet foting at their appointed lhozes, the cemmon 
Soulviers had on the contrary part vowed and reſolued 
to compell the mariners (ſwing the pꝛeſent miſeries and 
no hopes pzamiling better) ta (et vs all on ſhaze vpon the 
firlt land that could be diſcouered. Dur Cotumaunders 
did what they could by diCwaftonto alter this general re- 
ſolution, becauſe they feared it would be the loſſe of the 
greateſt part ot our Companies, it᷑ they came once to 
be Sagan : and beſides , they knew that it would re⸗ 
ound. to rand ſhame, il ther thopld not dil 
charge the — impoſed. vpon them by dur Captaines, 
* truſt was to conduc "4 landvs 9 
3 dieftaines : 
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Chieftaines remained a while behind in England, to take 
vp thereſtof our Companies, Pet all this notwithſtan- 
ding, Land being diſcouerd, there was no eloquente in the 
woꝛld abie to keep vs abod our ſhip. but euerꝝ man ſwoze 
ik the maſter ot the ſhip would not ſet vs on the ſhoꝛt. the 
ſailes ſhouls be taken into our own hands. and what was 
reſolued vpon( touching pzefent landing) ſhould in deſpite 
ol danget be effected. Upon this the maſter of the ſhip and 
the mariners fold ve, that if we put to land in that place, 
we ſhould all either periſh foz want of vidualles, which 
were not to be had in that country 02 elſe ſhould haue our 
thoates cut hy the people. But the dangers in which we 
were, and which we feilt, being moze certaine (as we ima» 
gined ) than anꝝ other could be, of which we had pet no 
ſence oz feeling, e our hopes perſwading vs that we could 
not fall into wozſe, than thoſe we taſted already: beſides, 
all ot vs conſtruing the woꝛds ofthe mariners,as nat ſpo⸗ 
ken by them, but as il they had bin ſet on to do ſo by our 
commanders in the ſhip,who by all means fauoꝛed to kerp 
vs all aba de: At the laſt we reſolued rather to fry our 
bad fuztunes on the land, and to famiſh there (if that kind 
ot death mult nirdes attend bpon vs) than fo periſh on 
the ſeas, which we knew could affw2d vs no ſuch mercie 
as the land was likely fs lend vs. o that in the end, we 
got ſo neare the Hoze fide, as theſailes durft — 
out dauger to the ſhip : and there taſting anchoꝛ our ſmall 
boat was hoifted out, e on ſhs2e we went as faſt aspoſſt- 
bly we could. When our Officers ſawe , that there was 
no remedy, noꝛ fo:ce to detaine vs abwzd, they then dif- 
heartned vs no longer, but fo A 
that the maſter of the ſhip ( which behimſelfe like- 
wile openly confeſſed) r 
nernour thereoſſas indeed me pꝛoued afterwards 
— 3 — all ourcompanies 
— Cota the rams foz that it was an 
Flanvcalledluchland, — — — 
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Denmarke,but ſubtect to thecommand of a Lo2d, whe vn⸗ 
der the king as his ſubſtitute) was thegouernoz. 
And that we might be the better dzawne toaciuill ve- 
hauiour towards thinhabitants, our officers further told 
bs, that they would repaire to theLozd Gouernourofthe 
conntry, and acquaint him with the cauſe of our vnexpec⸗ 
ted landing there; vpon which we all pzomiſed to offer ns 
violence to the people; neither was that — 
becauſe we found the inhabitants tractable, and as quiet 
towards vs, as we to them: vet the greater numbers at 
them ran away with feare at the fir ſight ol vs, becauſe 
(as afterward they repozfed ) it could not be remembzed 
by any ot them, that they euer either beheld themſelnes, 
oz euer heard any of their anteſtoꝛarepoꝛt that any ſfrage 
people had landed in thoſe places and partes of the Jland: 
foz they thought it impoſſible(as they told vs) py any ſhip 
thould ride ſo niere the ſhoze;as surs did by reaſon of the 
dangerous Sands. 

Dur officers ſo ſone as they were at land, went to the 
gouernoꝛ of the Jland,whilft the ſouldiers (who ſtaid be- 
hind them) ran to the houſes ofthe Jlanders , of ſe 
to talke with the pesple, and at their hands to buy 
alls foz a pꝛeſent reliefe:but when we came among them, 
they coulo neither vnderſtand vs.noz we themzſo that the 
market was ſpoiled,and we could get nothing foz our mo⸗ 
ney:pet by ſuch ignes as we c 
dur wants pittied them, and ry oy vs(frelp)a 
little of ſuch things as they had. Pet in the end, a happis 
means of our reliefe was foynd ont by a x amongit 
vs who was a Dane by birth, but his educatio hauinq bin 
in Engl. no man knew him to be other than an engliſhmi, 
Dane made vſe of his owne natiue language, to 
the god both of himſelfe , and vs, certifying the people 
( who the rather belened him becauſe he ſpake in their 
knowne tongue) of the cauſe that compelld vs to land vp- 
un their tc alt, and that we intended no uiſchisfe, violence, 

a 


with a trape of Yoaſemen weil armed. And ( vpon his 
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oz mony : to which repoztofhis they giuing credit, ld 
in lede feare of vs than befs2e , and thereupon furniſhed 
vs with all ſuch neceſſaries, as the countrey affozved to 
ſuſtaineour wants The fod which webought of them 
was only fiſh, and a kind of courſe bzead,erceedingcheap. 
Df which fod there was ſuch plentie, that fo2 the value of 
3-0. we had as much fiſhas xr.men could eate at a meale, 
and yet none of the woꝛſt ſazts of iſh, but een ofthe ve- 
ty beſt and daintieſt, as Mackrels and Lobſfers,and ſuch 
like. In which our trading with the paze ſimp'e people, 
we foundthem ſo igno2zant, that many, vea moſi ot them 
regarded not whether you gave them aconuter, 02 a ſhil- 
ung lor the bigger the peece was, the moze fiſh they would 
gue foz it: but befides fiſh wee could get no other ſuſte⸗ 
nance from them, oz at leaſt, could nat vnderſtand that 
they had any other. But obſerue what happened in the 
meane time that we wore thus in trafficke with the J- 
landers fo2 victualls, our Dfficers. as befoze is ſaid) be- 
ing gone to the lozdGonernoz, wholay about x1j. engliſh 
miles from the ſea ſide , the maiſter of our ſhip ona ſud⸗ 
den hoiſed vp ſailes, and away he went, leauing one of 
bisowne men at thoze , who accompanied our Dfficers 
as their guide, thꝛough the Jland. The cauſe of the ſhips 
departure; didſo much the moze amaze vs, by reaſon if 
was ſo vnexpected, i the reaſon thereof vnknowne to vs: 
But we imagind the maſter of the ſhip and mariners fea- 
red to reteiue vs into the veſſel again,becauſe ſome of our 
men at theirbeing at ſea, thꝛeatned the ſailers, and offrey 
the abuſes befoze they could be bzonght toſet-vs on land, 

Onthe nertday following the Lozd Gonernoz of the 


Flandcame to vs,b2ingingour Officers along with him, 


pet nat beingſo confident of vs bnt that (foz auoiding of 
came ſtrongly guarded 


firft appꝛoach) demaunding where ou Ship was, it was

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ſwke bs: he thenaſked what we intended to doe, to which 
wir all anſwered that we would bee ruled by our Otti. 
cers : herenpon hee inquired of them what they would 
haue hin: to doe in their behalles they requeſted nothing 
e\ſe at his handes, vut onely his fauozabie Paſſe though 
the Country. and a Ship tocary vsfozwardwtoS x eden: 
to which requelt her made ani wer, that he could grant no 
ſuch licence vnt il he had made the king of Denmatkeacs 
quainted with aur being there, foz the Aland bcloagd to 
the King he ſayd, and he was no moꝛe kut an Dfficeroz 
Subſtitate under him. Pet in conſideration: that our 

Ship had ſo left vs in — dirraetmrat 
that lap in his power toeffect our god:but withal tolo vs 
that the people hav inward. feares and were polſeſt with 
ſaſpitions, that our intenis of landing vpon ſuch a coalt 
(were not as war dut ſelues affirmed; one ly ia get fade, 
but rather to make ſpoyle ot the pwze inhalitants. and 
therefozeto remoue all ſuch feares and Jetoſics outofthe 
peoples hearts, he held it molt connentent foz'the gone» 
rallſafeties af both parties, to ſepetat aur numbers. audit 
ſpꝛead vs ab2oad in the Cauntry, ane and one in a houſe, 
where it was agrerde that we a lodg⸗ 
ing, and meate, and dzinke, vntill he tent ta the king 
of Denmarke, ſoime of his owne men with our Officers; to 
vnderſtand his Paieſties pleaſure and what ſhould be⸗ 
come. of vs. 

To this we all agrerd, and accozdingly un thut pupolb 
were bythe Lozd Gouerno), ſafely by this Axmedhoꝛſe⸗ 
men which were his guard, conductedito his own haiiſe. 
To that place were ali the people of the Fland ſummond 
together, theytame at the appatnted day ta the nunber of 
fine oꝛ ſixe hund2ed, circling ds rownd with: Bills Pol⸗ 
berds two-handſwozds anddiuers other weapoiis: And 
at the firſt ſight of vs grew into ſuch rage, that pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly they would haue cutt all our thzoates,andhetwed'vsfo 
pieces but that ths Kuthapity, of ths bannt rechen 

. from 
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from offring violence, yet was hs fayne lt vſe the fapreft 
mean es ot perſwation to allay their fury, Fo2 they would 
not belieue but that our axiuall thcre was to deſtroꝝ them, 
their wiues and child zen and make aconqueft at laft of 
their land Pet the Gonernoz chewed vnto them all 
our number, which was but 3 00. nien, and thoſe all vn⸗ 
weaponed5, and ſo conſequentip, neither likely, noz able 
to vndertake any miſchtefe againſt them. 

Chen ffode vp ſome bolder than the reſt, and teaching 
the reſt ta be mcze cruell by ſwearing to haue our blouds 
ere they ſtirred from thence, becauſe (as they allcadged) 
our reelding ta be diſarmed, was done but in policy to be- 
guile them, with ſecureneſſe, whereas they rather doub - 
ted that ſome ſecond ſupplies were nat farre behinde vs, 
that would likewiſe land on their coaſts, andiopnein the 
ſame conqueſt. But tze Souernoꝛ lwking vpon the.cons 
difion ofmenſo miſerable as we appeared, with an eu ot 
clearer indgement and pitty, than the common people 
could, e enen blinded with their owne furp, inls⸗ 
lente and matne lle, ſhewed the true nature of a wiſe mas 
giſtcate, by mingling thꝛeats with milde ſpeaches,chai g- 
ing the vuruelymultitude , vpon paine of death, not to 
touch the leaſt fiuger of vs but todinide vs equally into 
ſenerall villages, as it thould ſeme beft vnto them, and 
to beſtow kind andlouing entertainment upon vs fil they 
— from him, vuhich commando his they accozs 
dingly perfo2med. | nf} Gola 
Junneniatly vpon this ſetling of them and vs in quiet⸗ 
nelle one of our officers with two or the Gonernozs men, 
were ſent away to the lung of Denmarke, to vnderſtand 
bis — pleaſure , which Pelticngers were no ſa- 

ner diſpatched absut the huſines, but the Zlanders grow- 
— and mo2eſuſpitious, tame againe tothe C ouer⸗ 
no and neuer would teaſe 02 giue ouer troubling him, vn⸗ 
tillthey had gotten him fo make pꝛoclamation (in hearing

of vs * Chat ii any of vs would ſr&ly dilconer the trus 
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flie to fea againe. Pet fo; all this woutd not the Goner- 
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tauſesfour landing vpon that coaft,and reneale the plots 
of any daungerous enterpaiſe intended againſt them, he 
ſhould not onely be rewarded with great ſtoꝛe of money, 
and haue new apparell to his backs, but alſo thould with- 
out toztures, impziſonment, oz death be ſet free, and ſent 
backe againe into his owns countrey This pꝛoclamation 
frucke vs all with feare and aKoniſhment, becauſe albeit 
we to our ſelues were not guilfieof any plot, 02 villanie 
intended to the place 02 people, yet we knew this might 
be a meanes to endanger allourlines, how innocent ſoe⸗ 
ner Our ſuſpition of daunger fell oat acco2ving to dar 
feares , foz one Thomas Griffyn a Wekh man, one of 
dur swne company, but a perſon as it appeared, of a baſe 
and divellth conditien, being tempted with the baite of 
gold, reſolgedtoenrich h mdſelfe, albeit it were by the che⸗ 
ding of innocent bloud: Andtfheceupon like afalſe traitoz 
to all the reſt of his fellewes , he went and kneledbefoze 
the Gonernoz, ans with a face coanterfeitiug a guiltines 
and fearefull deſtcugtion, told him. that it he might be foz- 
ginen fs; his part, and haue his life warranted, he would 
diſcouer ſacha ſecret , that the opening ot the ſamethould 
be gend to all the Country, and the concealing thereof.ths 
Jlands vtter ruine, with the confufion ofthe people. The 
Gouernoꝛ beinggladof this diſconery ſo pꝛotniſed, aſlu⸗ 
ted Griſfyn both or his lite, and of the reward, willing him 
not to feare any danger, but boldiy, aus with a conffant 
boſome io lap open what he knew: vpon which wozdes, 
the traiterous Iu das told him fozcertaine, that we cams 
thither onely and fo2 na other purpoſe than to ſarpaiſe the 
Aland, kill the inhabitants, make ſpoile of their wiues and 
des and haning let fire ot their townes and vulages to 


noz belene him, him it was a matter very bxlike⸗ 
ty, that ſo ſmall a ſo viftcefſed fo2 want of fwd, ſo 
weather-beaten.and fo diſarmed, ſhould venture vpon an 
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plied, that all thaſe complaints al want, were but ſongs 
to beguile the people, foz that,vpontheleaft Allarum gt- 
uen, other chippes that lap houering at ſea, and furniched 
bath with men and armoz, would on the ſodaine,and that 
very ſho2tiy land foz the ſame deſire of ſpoile,as theſe their 
fellows had done, and thereſpze councelled the Gouernoz 
to pꝛeuent ſuch imminent milchiefes betimes. 
The Gouecnoyr being thas-farre vrged, pzeſently cal- 
led efoze him lieütenant Walton, whoſe lodging was

that Griffyn had diſcouered, were by affrange accident 
ſcrongly confirmed to paſſe fo2 currant ; and whatſoeuer 
lieutenaut Walton had vttered in oppoſition of Griffyns 
ſlaunders, were held as vntruths, and traps to betraꝑ the 
Country. Foꝛ, iuſt as the traitoꝛ had told the Gauernoz, 
that moꝛe ſhips were nat farte off , but were ready to ſe⸗ 
cond vs vpon our atriuall, it chanced that i in the very heat 
ofthis buſineſſe , and their feares ot daunger whers none 
was, two other ſhips full at armed ſouldiers came to the 
ſame place ofthe Aland where our ſhip put in: Theſe two 
ſhips had bꝛaught ſouldiers aut af the.lowe-Countries (a 
ſſatioꝝ of warres being there) and were going into 
wethland, as ws were, but by croſſe windes and fowle, 
weather, lap ſo long at ſea, that. wanting vicualls, they 
were dauen in hither fo2 ſuccour. Whoſe ſodaine appdoch 
and ariaail being ſigniſted to the L,Gonexnoz, the welch 
mans woꝛds were then thonghttrue; al the Aland was 
pzeſently, vp in Armes to reũſt the ſtrength and fucie of a 
moſt dangeraus ſuppoſed enemy: and ſo ſecretly did the 
Inh abitants put on armes that wa ho were kept like, 
pziſonors amonglt them knew nathing oltheſe vpꝛo ares. 
But night app2oaching, the Generailgane ſpeciall charge 
that ſecret wach ſhauld be ſet and kept ouer euery ſoul- 
dier that lodged in any mans bauſe.which by.thecomman, 
people was as narrowly.perfozmed,fo2 theꝝ did not only 
watch vs as the Goyernoz cammaunded. but amongſk 
GI a ſetret Conſpiracie was made, that in the 
of night. when we ſhanld be ſatallepe. they ſhould 
— beds, and there to binde vs with 
c02ds: it being an eaſie thing to do ſo, when our.coupguy 
— another ouer the whole Aland, At 
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entred our Chambers, and bound euerie Souldier as he 
lay, making chem all ready like ſo many ſhepe, markes 
oat fo2 the laugdter. Foz mine owne part, J hadfing 
men and thz& women to binde me, who lo cunningly ty⸗ 
ed me lat with cezdes, whilft J flept, and felt nothing, 
noꝛ dꝛeamtot᷑ anꝝ ſuch matter that with a twitch onelp 
was plucked ſtarke naked out ol my bed, and laide vy⸗ 
on the — earth vnderneath a Table, with my armes 
bound behinde ine, ſo extreamely hard, as foure men 
could d2awe them together, my fete tied to the late of 
the Table, and my necke bound to the vpper part oz bod 
of the Table. 

Jn theſe miſerable toꝛtures lap J, and all the reſt (in 
ſeuerall houſes ) all that night. and the moſt part ol the 
next dax our armes and legges being pinched and wzung 
together in ſuch pittilells manner, that the verie bloud 
gulhed out at the fingers ends of mmy. 

The enduring of which toꝛments was ſo much ths 
moꝛe — becauſe none knew what we had done 
that could incenſe them to this ſo ſtrange and ſpitefullcrus 
elty, neither could we, albeit we inquired, learne ot our 
tozments;s the tauſe, becauſe we vnderffode not their 
language. But to me whilſt J ftod thus vpon the racke, 
the old woman mine Nolteſſe tame often running in and 
cryed in her language to me Traue vp leſus, which was 
as much to fay, P2ay to Jeſus : by which wo2degofher 
I perceiued they meant to kill me: And ffill ſhe mumbled 
out a ftozie, which J coulo not interpzet,of one William, 
who lay at the next houſe J-knew , fo that I'gueſſedher 
meaning was, that William, and all the reſt of our com⸗ 
pany were infetters to, lie my ſeife, Pet my pꝛiuate 
— freed all the reſt becauſe J was perſ waded they 
had doue nothing te deſerue ſuch tyꝛannous handling: 
Marx of my ſelſe, and my neighbour Williem j ftobe 
fomewhatin a perillous doubt, that they r 7 
a kniauoriocommitted the very ſelfe ſame — 
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which we were intangled in the net, and could by no 
ſtrugling get aut. And that was this 

J happened that night , when this coniuring was fo 
binde vs like wicked ſpitites in ſuch damnable circles, to 
ſuppe with the ſaid W illiam at His lodging: and whileſt 
we ſate mercily at our meate, not miſtruſting what Spi⸗ 
ders were weauing ouerour heades, to catch vs like flies 
in their cob: webs, and then to kill vs, into ourrowme 
comes ſtumbling a pedlar, with a packe and a boxe at his 
backe: Me haning ſo fit an Anaile to bzeakeieaſts vpon, 
fo2got our ſelues where we were, and beganne to grow 
merry in Engliſh with Deignio2 Pountebanke aur Bed-- 
lar, but he gabling in his langnage to vs, as faſt as we 
did in ours to him, both laughed at one another, pet knew 
not foz what. At laſt downe thꝛows he his packe and bor 
onthe Table, and being a merry lad, and a cuſtomer to 
the houſe, went ent of our rolome to viſite the houſhold. 
Jn the meane time my pe v fellow William ſpying his op- 
poztanity. opened the Yevlars box. which he thought had 
bin crammsd with werte meates, but in fſteadsf@ngar. 
plununes he found nothing there but Dope, the purchaſe 
of which ſcow2ing baty , mate.Wuliams heart leape fo 
top, fo2-(quoth he) my linnen thou ſiæſt is fowle-, ars 
this Sope ſhall make me ta mozrow a cleane gentlemau. 
And thereupon like a conſcionable Chaundier take gut 
ſome halte a pound and gaue great weight: the one hy 
af which pꝛize J thaceain , becauſe. had as much nee: 
as he to be wached, yet none ol vs both had neeve of the 
ſhauing which we mette withall anone afterwards. But 
nate howiuftly J Nas plagned : The ſclfe ſams Pevlac * 
was one of the men that helped to binde me; the knaue 
was lcflemerafull in tying his knottes than a Beadle o; 
Hang-man and moꝛe numdle to bind my hands bedind 
me, than to binde vp his packe. I ſeeing what ware the 
Pedlar made of my body, aud how villainonſly the reft 
of his Conſozt played vpon theſe hempen ffrings , — | 


, EG 
Swethland:ard 
were\yownd vp about my armes, legges, and necke, 
thought verily that he and his crew had found me guilty. 
fo his Sope, and fo condemning me dedinde my backe, 
on likewiſe to puniſh me both behind my backe, and to 
my face. 

But crying out to them becauſe 3 favs they ieaſted 
not with me . that the Soape was in mypecket, all the 
pittift l ſignes could deuiſe weremade, to hem J had 
thzuffit there, but they fo2 all the noiſe J made, plyed 
their truſſing me vp in halters woꝛſe l han fiuchangings, 
neither rogarding the tries ol the pwze, imitating therein 
many wozldiy rich men, no2 vnderſtanding whether J 
curſed them to the pit of Hell, ſoꝛ fo yard binding me, 02 
whether pꝛayed them to viilwfe me, neither did Mon⸗ 
ſieur Pedlarmiſſe his halfe pound of Dope, ſo that J was 
wozried by a ſoꝛt oſturtes, J knew how, and where, but 
Ikneb not why. 

Mhileſt thus the whole Jland was frllof the cries of 
wzetched men, and that enery houſe ſeemed a ſhambles, 
ready to haue Jnnocents there butchered the next day, 
and that euery Jlander had theoffice of a coimmoncutte- 
thꝛoate oz*erecutioner , Gods wonderfull wozking tur⸗ 
nedthe freams of all theircruelfy : Fo2 thetwo ſhippes 
that came out of the Lowe Countries, and whoſe ar- 
riuall dꝛaue ſo many miſerable ſoules almoſt vpon the 
rockes of deſtruction, hauing in that dolefull and ruinous 
night, gotfen ſome pꝛouiſion abaad, weighed Anchoz, 
and departed towards Swethland. { 

Which happy News being ſerued vp at bzeakefutt 
to the Loꝛd Souernour betimes in the moʒning, and that 
the Shippes had offerd no violente tothe Country, hut 
had payd foꝛ what tdey toke: Abauitaeauenof the clocke 
the very ſame day at none, on were all like vnto ſo ma⸗ 
ny dead men tutt downe; and bidden to fand vpon our 
a. althopgh 1 ſcarcelegges n. nn 
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men to death Upon this the'diaelland he (hand in hand) 
were let in, the one fandingſo clole at the others elbow, 
that he neuer left him till he had cleſt two of their heads. 
that lay bound: and being then weary(it ſhould feeme) 
with playing the butcher, he neuer ceaſed ſwearing and 
ſtaring, and flouriſhing with his bloudy axe about their 
heads, till the people of the houſe had hung the third man 
vpon a beame in y rome. But they hauinglefſecunning 
in ß Yang-mans trade, then will fo pzactiſs if, tyed not 
p halter fo faſt about his neck, as to ſtrangle him ſo that 
after he had hung an houre, he was cut downe, reuiued, 
againe, was well. and afterwards was ſlaine in Ruſlta. 
This bloudy feaſt being thus ended, and all fozmes 
as we well hoped, being now þlowne ouer to dur free- 
dome, and fitting at liberty from our fo2mentozs; on the 
necke of theſe fozmer miſeries fell a miſchie ſe moze dan 
gerous to vs then all the reit: foz tibings were bꝛought 
to the Gouernour, that our Antient, tho trauailed with 
the Gouernours two men to the Ring, had fraiferonfly 
murdered thoſe his guides, and then ran away himſelte: 
vpon this ramoz, nothing but thnndꝛing and lightening 
flew from the common peoples mouthes: there was no 
ww with vs but one, and that one was, to haue all 
our thꝛoats cut, oz our heads cleft with their axes. But 
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dayes the meſſengers ſent to the King, Would 

homes, and that during thoſe thz& dayes we 
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they did not returne in ſuch a time, that then he would 
deliner us vp into their hands, to be vſed (oꝛ rather 
miſte⸗vſed) in what manner they beſt deſired. 

But God (whoſe helpe is molt ready, when w2etched 
man hath moſt needof him) put foozth a hand of mercy, 
and pzeſerued vs: foz our Ancient with the Gonernozs 
two men, came home vpon the third day, to the Gouer⸗ 
nours houſe, and bought from the Ring ol Denmarke 
his licente, to carry vs not onely thꝛough the country, but 
commanding that we ſhould be allowed ſhipping alſo, at 
connenient place, to carry vs to Sweueland, whither we 
were ta go: Andaccozding to this lycence the Gouer⸗ 
nour cauſed vs to be called all together the very next day; 
at which time, Thomas Griffin the Welſh Iudas, who had 
all this while lyen feſting in the houſe ol the Lozd Go- 
uernofir, began totremble and to repent him of his villan⸗ 
A ing molt baſe fozgineneſſe on his kings, both 

n the Gonernour, and vs his countrimen and fel- 
low Souldiers, pꝛoteſting that what he did came out of 
his feare ta ſauchisownelife. But our Officers (vpon 
hearing him ſpeake thus) had much adoe to kerpe the 
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But leauing him and all ſuch betrayers of mens blond 
to the hell of theirowne conſciences let vs ſet foꝛward 
out of this infoꝛtnnate I land, t not ſtap in any place elſe, 
till in ſmall boates we come by water to Elzinorcin 
Denmarke , where wee ioyfully got aboard once- 
moze; and are hoyſing vp ſailes fo: Sweueland. 
Vet ouen in this ſun⸗ Hine day a tome falles vpon vs 
to: foz our Oflirers not hauing ſufficient money fo furs 

ch vs with victuals, we were enfozcedto pawne our 
Ancient andLieftenant Walron, foz the ſafereturne of 
the ſhip, with condition that they ſhould not de releaſed 
untilla ſafficient ſumme ofmoneywas ſent to defray alt 
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charges. So that we left our Officers behinde vs; but 
the Ring ol Sweue land did afterwards releaſe them, and 
then they came to vs. But befoze their comming, we 
hanging a god winde, landed at a place called Newleas in 
Sweue : and from thence were carryed to Stockholme, 
(the Rings ſeate) and there was the Ring at the fame 
time: betwcene which two plate s it was a dayes march 
on hozſebacke. | 

on this our arriuall at Scockhelme, we met with 
the reſt that had gone befo2e vs, and with diners others 
ofourcauntrymen,that came out of the Low-eountries, 
as befoꝛe is related. In this plate we lay ſo long and had 


ſuch poze meanes; that wanting money fo buy fode, 


we wanted fode'to maintaine life, and ſo a number of 
vs were ready to ſterue: till in the end. our miſeries mas» 
king vs deſperate, we fell together by the earet with the 
Burgers of the towne: in which ſcambling confaſion and 
mutinp, euery man got one thing oz other ol which he 
made pꝛeſent money to relieue his body withall: vet lay 
we at the walles of the citty. crying out rontinually foz 
money, money, till our thꝛoates grew hoarſe with bal- 
ling, but the ſtones of the walles gaue moze comfozt fo 
vs, then the inhabitants. One day fab N 
we heard, that the ding was to ride a hunting; anv'w 
imagining. that all the abuſes, wꝛongs, and miſeries, 
which we endured, pꝛottede onder⸗ 
f our Captaines an 
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honor to dye by the hands of a King. but baſely to ſtexue 
to death, I will neuer ſuffer it. Upon theſeourclamozs, if 
the King loking better vpon our neceſſities, ſent money 
the next day, and immediatly after gaue vs a moneths 
meanes in mony, and two moneths meanes in cloath, to 
make vs apparrell. 

Df the cloath we receiued ſome part. but the money 
| being paid, was by our Captaines ſent into England, to 
| their wines; no part of it euer comning to the pwzecom- 
1 mon Souldiers hands: foz pzeſently vpon this, we were 
commanded abo2d the ſhips, with pꝛomiſe that when we 
were abwzd we ſhauld haue our money. But being in p 
; ſhips vnder hatches, away were we carryed with pꝛoui⸗ 
| | Aon onely of one monefhs victuals, when by reaſon of 
the weather we were fozcedfo lye eight wekes at ſea: 
in all which time we had nothing but pickelled herrings, 
and ſalt ſtremlings, with ſome ſmall quantity of hard 
d2yed meates: by which ill dyet, many ol our men fell 
ſicke and dyed. In the ſhip wherein J was, wee liued 
fonrefeene dayes without bzead, all our beſt fode being 
ſalt herrings, which we were glad to eate raw; the beſt 
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S0 that, what by the reaſon of the fedious tourney, 
(which we were to trauell, being foureſcoꝛe leagues) and 
what by reaſon of the extreme cold, being a moneth be- 
foze Chaiſtmas, at which time the ſnow fell, and neuer 
went off the ground vntitl Whitſontide following, 
but all the raine andall the the ſnow that fell, freezing 
continually, diners of our: men were ſterued to death 
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Vfraſound we were 2000. ſtrong, the extremity of the 
cold country hauing killed ſo many of our Souldiers in 
ſo little time. 

At our landing at Wey borough we had god hopes to 
receine better comfozts,both of money and vid uals: foz 
the inhabitants fold vs, the Aing had allowed it vs, and 

in that repo2t they ſpake truth: yet confrary to our ex- 
pectation, we lay there about 14. dayes, and had no- 
thing but a little Rice,of which we made bzead, and a 
little butter, which was our beſt reliefe. Dʒyinke had we 
none, noꝛ money: our Captaines gaue vs certaine le- 
therne pelches onely made of ſheeps ſkinnes, to kcepe vs 
krom the cold. 

At this place we receiued Armes to delend vs againft 
the enemy, and fire companies that were allowed by the 
King fo2 hoꝛſemen, teceined ho; From thence 
we were to march into Raſfiaz where our enemies con⸗ 
tinued. But the iourney was long — —— 
fo2 we marched from E day vntill Whitſon⸗ 
tide, continually in 2 gnoreſt,but onelyalit- 
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This affliction continued about 12402 24. Dames till 
wecameintoRuſſia, Upon aur very firſt entrance into 
which kingdome, we marched ouer an Arme ofthe Sea, 
that was 8. leagues ouer, many of vs ſteruing to death 
in that paſſage,vy the cold freezing winds that blew the 
ſame day · In which froſty tournep, J ſaw ſo much bꝛead 
as a man might buy fo2 tmelue pence, fold away inlittle 
bits fo2 the value of fo2ty ſhillings. | 

But this miſeryended the next dap, at our ſefting fwt ' 
intoRuſſia, where we found plenty both of cozne and 
cattle z onely the people ofthe country ran away, leauing 
all their gods behinde them, but ſo cun hidden, 
that the beſt pollicy of ours could hardly fl dut. 

By this meanes of the peoples running away, wee 
were glad to play the Millers, and to grinde all our toꝛne 
our ſelues, to bake our bꝛead, and to dʒeſſe dur owne vi- 
auals. Chen marched we bp to Nouegrade, { arhiefe . 
citty inKuſſia)where we were to reteiue all our meanes 
p reſted behind vnpayed: but our Captains b ach 
and kept it foz themſelues:pet ta ſt op our mou | 
told va wethould go into Muſcouy, and there all eek 

be madeeuen. 
had: ſcarce: marched abouts th2ee dayes telvties 
Moſcouy; buf that newes came, how acertaine number 
of our enemies laꝝ in a ſconte by the wax L 
knowne, birtit was 


them was nat peufectiy 
wer nat aboue 70. m woe mul vie fome frat a 
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Sweueland and 
— buf that we ſie w to the number of 400. vftheir 
and loſt oneiꝝ tha men of our owne: but we toke 
e ſconce. | 

About the ſconce ſtd a faire fowne ralled Arioua, with 
atiueccalled the Volga, running thzough the middle, 
but no baidge ouer it: onely a few boates and ſloates, 
(made ? cut gut of tres) were there, to tarry the people 
ouer from the one halle of the towne to the other. 


This ſconte furniſhed vs not only with great ſtoze of 


riches, but alſo withanumber of Poliſh hozles: and as 
many armes as ſerued to arme oe. men, our want of 
are being as much as of any thingbeſives :; 
foꝛ ot thoſe fiue hundꝛed men that went vpon the ſeruice, 
there were not 300. firedarmes ; vet though the hand 
al him that deales vicoziss, Wente teren 
hun belt, the day was ours. 
Duer this riner Volga the enemies were neuer dꝛiuen 
beloze, either by the @mperour of Ruſſia, 02 by the Aiug 
of Sweueland: fo which cauſe(as afterward we heard ) 
the next day when they departed from the other five of 
op burnf that halle ofthe town on which live

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(which as A ſaid befoꝛe led ouer Þ riger, out of p ſconce, 
t were by vs ſuppoſed to be but 700.) tame dobon in full 
battalion to g riuers ſide with ſuch fierceneſſe, as il pꝛe⸗ 
ſently they and their hozſes would haue ſwom oner, to 
fight with vs. which being perceiue d, our pee foo. o 
ready to reũſt then. But whether they feared our nunr⸗ 
bers to be greater then they were, and p we had ſome o⸗ 
ther ſecret fozces, A know not:but away they marthed, þ 
ſelfe ſame day in which they came downe in that bzauery 


not doing any thing ; of which ve foz out parts, were not 


much ſa2ry; becauſe it᷑ the battaileshadiopned/we knew 
dur ſelues farre vnable to withſtand them. And this was 
the ſernice of the moſt note that we went vpon, 

Two oꝛ thꝛte otherſconces ⁊ towns we toke from our 
enemies, theynot once daring to teũiſt vs, becauſe they 


knew nothing of dur numbers t foꝛce. But theviſhonet 


dealings ot our Captaines, made the whole armp diſton⸗ 
tent; inſomuch p our Douldiers would oftentimes deny 
to go fozth.bpon.leruics, berauiſs they had beene almoſt a 
veare in the land, and had receiued no moꝛe but one Rub 


ble; (amounting to the value of x0. Englich.) Do that 


vpon theſe diſcontents, 0. of dur men ran awap to the e⸗ 

nemy at one time, t diſconeredto them our ſtrength. Af- 

ter which we durſt not be ſo bold as befozewe had beene. 
The fire of a new conſpiracy was likewiſe kindling, 


but tt was perceiued, and quenched with the bloud of 5 
conſpirato2s,of which thechiefe were hanged. On theres 


therefoze we went: when wer cane within 40. leagues 


of Mulcouy, newes was bꝛought that the enemy had be⸗ 


leaguerd.7000. Nuſles that were our friends, and that 
vnlefſe we fozced the ſiege to bꝛeake vp. the 5000. Ruſſes 
wauld euery man bee ſterued where they lap. This ſad- 
repozt, (albeit wee had teſolued neuer to go bon any 
moze ſeruite, vntill w had our pay) ſo wzoaght _ 
hearts, that we much pittyed the miſeries ofothers, be» 
cauſe we gur ſelues had taſted 1 - 
ur. 


Sweueland and 
Our Generall (whoſe name was Euerhorne) was a 
Fynlander, and with a company of Fynland blades (as 
they tearme them,) well appointed on hozſebacke, was 
by the Ning of Sweucland, ſent after ba, as our Conuoy. 
vntil we ſhould tame to Pontus le Guard, ho was chiefe 
Generall oner the whole army of ſtrangers that came 
into the land: ſo that accoꝛding as he was ſent and char⸗ 
ged by the King, heouertoke vs befoze we came to Ari- 
oua; By theintreaty therefoze of this Fynlander, and 
the flattering pzomiſes of our owne Captaines, we were 
contented to go vpon this ſeruice,and to deliuer the Nuſ⸗ 
ſes, 02 ta dye our ſelues in the action Pet with conditi⸗ 
on, that (as —— FE wee ſhould by the way, 
miete our chie le (Pontus le Guard ) who with 
certaine numbers of @ngliſh, French, y Dutch, (which 
the veare befoze were come into the land) was vpon a 
march aut of Muſcouy, not onely to miete vs, but to 
ioyne with vs, and pap vs all our money which remai- 
ned god to vs; pzouided likewiſe, that ſo ſone as euer 
we ſhould releaſ@the 7000.Ruſſes, our moneꝝ ſhould by 
payedvowne.Dnthele conditions (J ſay) wo yielded to 
to go vpon the buſineſle. 

At length Pontus le Guard met vs (accoꝛding to the 
pꝛomiſe:) and with him was money bzoucht to pay vs, 
and his woꝛd giuen that pzeſently wee ſhould reteiue it. 
But the lamentable eſtate, in which the-po:e beſleged 
Ruſſes were (within the ſconce) being Ache point of 
death foz want ot fwd, required rather ſperdy execution, 
then deliberation: ſo that the neceſſtties of their hard foz- 
tunes crauing haſte, on we went, hauing abont 19. 02 
20000, Ruſſes, that were people of the ſame country, 
ioyned to our army,to aide them in thisenterpzize.1But 
às we all were vpon a march, the enemy hauing receiued 
intelligence of our appꝛoaching, ſet fozward to the num- 
ber of 8000. Lauciers and moze, ts intercept vs by the 
_ and being within onedayes march of the place hich 


Poland Warres. . 
which we were likewiſe going, they let fre vpon thꝛe oz 
foure villages hard by the place where we lay at gcaſſe 
with ourhozſes.fo2 a token that they were comming. 
And this was done vpon Midſommer day laſt in the 
mozning,by bꝛeake of day. Then tame they thumdzing 
with ſhouts and cryes fo ſet vpon vs: but no ſwner was 
the Alarum giuen when the greateffpartofthoſe x9. oz 
20000, Nuſles, that were iopned fo vs as our aide, fled 
moſt baſely,befozeany blow was ginen. This ſodaine 
cowarvize of theirs,ſomewhat amazed vs: but the haure 
being now come, wherein we were not to talke of dan - 
gers, but to go miete dangers, with our ſixe companies 
— — the Bolanders, and 
with great hurt to them, but with little lolle vpon our 
park, charged them th2e ſeuerall times. 

At laſt Pantus le Guard(our chiefe Generall)twke his | 
berles and fled to, leauing vs veterly deffitute of all di- 
rection: which much aſtoniſhed vs, as not well vnder⸗ 
fanding what to do fe out greateſt ſtrength (being by 
their flight) taken fram vs. none but we ſtrangers were 
left in the eld, and of vs there was not in all, abaue tiuo 
thouſand, and ot that number there were aboie ſixe hun⸗ 
dꝛed French hozfemen, who ſteing both the Generall 
gone; and the Nuſles fled, turned their backes vpon vs, 
ànd ran away ta moſt valiantlp, vet not ont anne, | 
but to the enemy. 

Thon were we not aboue fweine oz rourereene hun⸗ 
dꝛedat the moſt left to refiff eight thouſand at᷑ the lealt: 
vpon whom notwithſtanding, our fire companies of 
Engliſh hoꝛſemen, charged tha ſeuerall times, with⸗ 
out any great loſſe, hut with much honour: And at the 
fourth time, foz want o powers to ſecond them (which 
the French ſhould haue done) all our fire companies 
were ſcattered and ouerthzowne with the lolls of fow of 
our colours, The captaines auer theſe fire e of 
hozſe, were theſe.

Thus were all our Engliſh hoꝛſemen dilperſed and 0+ 
nerthꝛowne, to the number of 500. and vpwards; Our 
Generall Euerhorne with his companies of Fynland, oz 
Fynſco .blades, were alſo put to retraite: ſo that there 
was not left in the ſteld, aboue 6.02 700.which were fot⸗ 
men. And of theſe, one halfe was Engliſh, one halfe 
Dutch. who kept onely a certaine place by a wwd five, 
d about with Wagons, hauing with them 


that place univ. becauſe they could no wayes efcape. The 
-Incapuentenceof which coping vp in ſo narrow a rome, 
being looked into, and the dangers oneuery ſide well can⸗ 
ſidered, it was held fitteſt fo2 ſafety, to ſummon the ene⸗ 
my to aparle. In whichparley, the enetny offered, that
